TWO MEETINGS TODAY. 


Items ot Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat’’ Readers. 


There is more trouble between 
the lines to the south over the trans­ 
portation of troops, eapecially the 
small detachments of recruits for 
regiments at the various encamp­ 
ments in Virginia, Tennessee and 
Florida.

The result was that y esterday the 
q uartermaster notified all lines in­ 
terested that in the future no at­ 
tempt will be made by him to di­ 
vide the business among them, but 
that bids will be req uested on 
every movement ot troops, and the 
road' making the lowest bid will be 
given the business. 
W hen the notice reached the 
various lines they at once lield a 
conference at the headq uarters of 
the Central Passenger association. 
It was agreed that the soldier traf­ 
fic had been eq uitably distributed 
among the lines, but it was feared 
that if they went into a general 
scramble for the business none of 
them would reap any profit from it.
